

To render the Procefs of His Majesty’s Courts of 
King’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer, in 
Perfonal Aftions, in that Part of the United King- 
dom called Ireland , more beneficial, and alfo to 
prevent frivolous and vexatious Arrefts ; and to 
repeal fo much of an Adi, paffed in the Parliament 
of Ireland in the T wenty-firft and Twenty-fecond 
Years of the Reign of His prefent Majesty, intituled, 
“ An Aft for enlarging the Time for Trials by Nifi 
“ Prius in the City and County of Dublin, and for 
“ making the Procefs of the Court of Exchequer 
“ more effeftual,” as relates to compelling the Ap- 
pearance of Defendants in Perfonal Aftions.

AAAAA the Appearance of Defendants in Aftions to be hereafter 
inftituted in His Majefty’s Courts of king’s Bench, Common Pleas, 
and Exchequer, in that Part of the United Kingdom called Ireland ,

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be affimilated each to the others, and, as far as may be, to the Pro- 
cefs of the fuperior Courts in that Part of the United Kingdom 
called England; and that frivolous and vexatious Arrefts be pre- 
vented : 

And whereas by an Aft of Parliament of Ireland, made in the 
Twenty- firft and Twenty-fecond Years of the Reign of Hisprefent 
2 Majefty, intituled, “ An Adt for enlarging the Time for Trials by 
“ Nifi Prius in the City of Dublin and County of Dublin, and for 
“ making the Procefs of the Court of Exchequer more effectual 
“ againft Perfons who being ferved therewith refufe to appear,” 
it is, among other Things, Enadted, That in all Cafes, from and after 
palling the laid A61, where, a Subpoena or Subpoenas lhall ilfue out 
of the Pleas or Common Law Side of the faid Court, requiring any 
Defendant or Defendants to appear thereto, and that fuch Defend- 
ant or Defendants, being duly ferved- therewith according to the 
then Pradlice or Courfe of the faid Court, Ihould fuffer Procefs of 
Contempt to a Serjeant at Arms to be entered againft him, her,' or 
them, for not appearing on luch Service, the faid Court, upon the 
Attachment of the Serjeant, at Arms being filed with the proper 

3 Officer of the faid Court, with a Return made thereon by the Ser- 
jeant at Arms of the faid Court, that the'' faid Defendant or Defend- 

. ants is or are'not to be found, Ihould and might, in every fuch Cafe, 
appoint an Attorney to enter an Appearance or Appearances for 
fuch Defendant or Defendants fo in Contempt, and upon the faid 
Appearance or Appearances being fo entered, the Plaintiff or Plain- 
tiffs at whofe Suit the faid Subpoena or Subpoenas Ihould have 
ilfiied, Ihould be at liberty forthwith to file his, her, or their De- 
claration, and to proceed thereon to Judgment, and' ilfue Execu- 
tion, as effedtually as if fuch Defendant or Defendants had duly and 

4 actually appeared on the Service of luch Subpoena or Subpoenas : 

16C it tfjerefote (EnaftCB by the KING’S Moft Excellent Ma- 
jesty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, 
and by the Authority .of the fame. That fo much of the faid recited 
Adi as is hereinbefore fet forth, lhall, from and after the

Provided always, That nothing herein contained lhall avoid, or 
in any Manner affedl, any Procefs of Subpoena heretofore lued out, 
or any Proceedings thereon, or any fuch Procefs of Subpoena which

Term but ali and every fuch Procefs of Subpoena, and all Actions, 
Suits ’judgments, and Proceedings thereon, lhall proceed in like 
Manner, and have the fame Force and Epp, as if this, prefent A3 j 
had not been made. 

And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That from 
and after the faid Day of thefaid Term, 

no Perfon fhall be held to Special Bail upon any Procefs iffumg out 
of His faid Majefty’s laid Court of King’s Bench, Common Pleas, 
or Exchequer, in that Part of the faid United Kingdom called 
Ireland, where the Caufe of Action fhall not amount to the Sum 
of ’ Pounds or upwards, nor put of any inferior Court 

where the Caufe of Action frail not amount to the Sum of 
Shillings or upwards; and that in all Cafes where the Caufe of 
A£iion B fliall not amount to the Sum of Pounds or up- 
wards, in any of the faid fuperior Courts, or to Shillings 

or upwards, in any l’uch inferior Courts (and the Plaintiff or 6 
Plaintiffs lhall proceed by the Way of Procefs againft the Perfon) 
he, fie, or they lhall not arreft or caufe to be arretted the Body 
of the Defendant or Defendants, hut fhall ferve- him, her, or, them 
perfonally, within the Jurifdidlion of the Court, with a Copy of 
the Procefs ; and if fuch Defendant or Defendants fhall not appear 
at the Return of the Procefs, or within Days after fuch 

Return, in fuch Cafe- it fhall and may be lawful to and for the Plain- 
tiff or Plaintiffs, upon Affidavit being made and filed in the proper 
Court, of the perfonal Service of -fuch Procefs as. aforefaid (which 
faid Affidavit lhall be filed gratis) to enter a Common Appearance, 
or file' Common Bail for the Defendant or Defendants, and to pros 
ceed thereon as if fuch Defendant or Defendants had entered his, ■J 
her, or their Appearance, or filed Common Bail; any LaworUfage 
to the contrary notwithftanding. 

And be. it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That 
fuch Affidavit of Service of fuch Procefs,- fhall- and may be made 
before any Judge or Commiffioner of the Court out of which fuch 
Procefs fhall iffue, authorized to take' Affidavits in fuch Court. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That 
from and after the faid Day of Perm One 

thoufand Eight hundred and in all Cafes where 

the Caufe of A&ion fhall amount to the Sum of _ Pounds, 

or Shillings, or upwards, as aforefaid, Affidavit fhall.be 

made and filed of fuch Caufe of A&ion (which Affidavit may be

fuch Procefs lhall iflue, authorized to take Affidavits in fuch Court) 
and the Sum or Sums fpecified in fuch Affidavit, (hall be mdorfed on 
fuch Writ or Procefs, for which Sum or Sums fo indorfed, the Sheriff 
or other Officer to whom fuch Writ or Procefs ffiali be directed 
lhall take Bail, and for no more ; and if, after the Day of the

That no Plaintiff lhall enter a Common Appewance, 
or file Common Bail for any Defendant, unlefs the Plaintiff ffiali 
make Affidavit, or his Attorney lhall certify m Writing, that luch 
Plaintiff or Attorney (as the Cafe may be) knows the f erfon fc > fw ear- 
ing to fuch Service, and that fuch Plaintiff or Attorney (as the Cafe 
may be) believes that fuch Procefs has been perfonally ferved on the
